Lauritz Swenson Appointed Minister 
to Switzerland. 
Minneapolis, Dec. 21.—Lauritz Swen­ 
son of Minneapolis, former United 
States minister to Denmark, is to be 
United States minister to Switzerland. 
His name has been sent to the senate 
by President Taft. 
Mr. Swrenson is vice president of the 
Union State bank and has been promi­ 
nent in Minnesota politics for years. 
He was born in Minnesota and has 
lived in Minneapolis for four and a 
half years. 
In 1897 Mr. Swenson, who was a 
banker in Albert Lea, was appointed 
minister to Denmark by President Mc­ 
Kinley. 
He served eight years, and 
during the latter part of his term was 
dean of the diplomatic corps at Copen­ 
hagen. 
In 1905 Mr. Swenson resigned 
and came to Minneapolis. 
He has 
been prominent in state politics, al­ 
though he has never been a candidate 
for office. 
He is treasurer of the Re­ 
publican state central committee and a 
member of the executive committee.

City Attorney Instructed to Report 


an Ordinance Closing Shows,

The city council met in regular ses­ 
sion Mondoy evening with the fol­ 
lowing members present and Pi cai- 
fios.t 
'"woiioy in the chair. 
Ala .*•- 
m en Drexler, Henning, Zakanasen, 
iKjellquibt, Tneckhaus, Robertsor, ane 
iPaire. 
A i v e r Ousdahl and C l i v At­ 
t o r n e y Ryan were a1 V) present. 
The minutes of the last regular 
meeting and of the special meeting 
of December lith were read and ap­ 
prox- 
During the reading of the minutes 
Alderman Cardie came in. 
President Twohey spoke of a dele­ 
gation from the churches present and 
on motion of Alderman Dieckhaus 
they were given a hearing. 
Rev. W. J. Lowrie spoke in behalf 
he stated, of the ministers of the city, 
with the possible exception of the 
Catholic and Episcopalian, and in 
behalf of the mass m etting held in 
;the opera house December 12, 1909. 
He read the resolutions passed by 
that meeting, urging the enforcing 
of the laws against Sunday theatres, 
the opening of pool and billiard halls, 
box ball alleys,'the skating rink, etc., 
on th at day, and also concerning the 
running of slot machines. 
He ad­ 
dressed the council requesting that 
the laws of Minnesota be enforced, 
also that an ordinance he passed pro­ 
hibiting the running 
of 
theatres, 
rinks, etc., on Sundays. 
He said 
that they had consulted the city at­ 
torney and that he was of the opin­ 
ion th at a valid ordinance could be 
drawn covering those things. 
J. A. Wilson, county superintend­ 
ent of schools then addressed the 
council, 
lie stated that he had vis­ 
ited several meetings of the city 
ouncil and had been impressed by 
the care which they gave to the bus­ 
iness of the city. 
Ile believed that 
the city council was trying to 
do 
what was best for the city. 
He did 
believe, however, that the opening of 
hese places of amusement on the Sab­ 
bath day was not for the best in­ 
terest of the city. 
Ile believed that 
he city should so conduct its muni­ 
cipal business as not to tempt peo­ 
ple to break the laws of the state and 
city 
and 
believed 
that 
the 
laws 
should be 
enforced. 
He 
believed 
that the state laws covered the point 
at issue but that an ordinance would 
be a shorter course and 
would 
be 
more effective and should be passed. 
Rev. Hugo Thorene, pastor of the 
Swedish Lutheran church was the 
next speaker. 
He said they came be­ 
fore the council as citizens of the city 
not asking anything unreasonable, 
but simply asking that the laws be 
enforced. 
He thought that an ordi­ 
nance should he passed to strength­ 
en the state laws in these respects. 
Alderman Zakariasen 
started 
to 
ake a motion to instruct the city 
attorney to draw an ordinance cov­ 
ering the points under discussion, 
but President Twohey interposed an 
objection and called on Mayor Ous­ 
dahl. 
That gentleman said that no 
in the city was more anxious to 
aT'e laws enforced than he and that 
if some one else would swear out the 
mplaint and furnish the evidence 


ic* would see that, they were prose­ 
cuted. When his attention was called 
to the fact that the 
theatres 
and 
pool halls and roller skating rink 
were running on Sundays in the faces 
of his policeman he stated that there 
was no law he could find under which 
they could he closed. 
President Twohey said that lie was 
ready to recognize any request com­ 
ing from tax payers, but when on the 
board of equalization last summer 
he found but two ministers in the 
city paying any personal property 
tax. 
He wanted to know if sacred 
concerts given by churches on Sun­ 
day nights were not violations of the 
law and if the giving of the Passion 
play at the theatres Sunday nights 
was a violation of the law. 
He was 
asked if an admission was charged 
and stated that he did not know. 
He said the fault was not with the 
council, it had nothing to do with 
the enforcement of the law. 
Rev. W. J. Lowrie stated that the 
ministers did not come to the council 
meeting from any bad motive or to 
be insulted nor simply representing 
the 
ministers’ 
association. 
They 
came representing a mass meeting of 
over 700 representative 
people 
of 
Brainerd and were therefore entitl­ 
ed to a hearing. 
The people wanted 
the laws enforced and the one day 
kept sacred. 
President Twohey arose and asked 
to withdraw any remarks th at might 
be considered as a reflection on the 
ministers of the city as no such thing 
was intended. 
He then called for 
the legal opinion of the city attor­ 
ney as to the matter of an orinance. 
Mr. Ryan stated that such an ordi­ 
nance could certainly be drawn and 
that it would be valid. 
That the 
fault was not in the weakness of the 
state law but in the impossibility of 
getting a conviction before a jury 
in a case of that kind. 
The only ad­ 
vantage of an ordinance would be 
that the case would be tried directly 
before the municipal judge without 
a jury and on appeal would be tried 
in the district court before the jury 
with the same ultimate effect, that 
it would be impossible to enforce the 
laws. 
President Twohey said that if there 
was no objection he wrould refer the 
entire m atter to the special ordinance 
committee. 
Alderman 
Zakariasen 
then insisted on his previous motion 
that the city attorney be instructed 
to draw an ordinance covering the 
points suggested and there were sev­ 
eral seconds. 
He also called for the 
ayes and nays on the motion and it 
passed all voting aye. 
Alderman Henning 
then 
stated 
that he wanted to take up another 
matter concerning the meeting. 
He 
declared that gag rule had been used 
and that the opposition to the motion 
to pass the resolution had been stifled. 
Rev. Charles Fox Davis stated that if 
there was anyone who had not risen 
when the vote was called for they 
were invisible from the stage, per­ 
haps hidden by the crowd. 
Alder­ 
man Henning stated that he and a 
man sitting by him had not risen and 
wrere not given an opportunity to 
vote against 
the 
resolutions. 
He 
said that there had been considerable 
rumors about violations of the ordi­ 
nances but no proof brought, that 
Rev. Mr. Davis had , tated that a man 
was thrown out of a saloon drunk on 
Sunday and he thought th at in jus­ 
tice to the saloon keepers who were 
innocent that Mr. Davis should name 
the man. 
Mr. Davis stated that he 
could and would furnish proof to a 
proper committee of the council, but 
that he did not think it was wise to 
name the saloon keeper in public at 
that ti'v.e. 
The members of the 
committee 


then thanked the council and with­ 
drew. 
The finance committee 
reported 
that the personal bond of the Sllpp- 
Gruenhagen company for the work 
on the waterworks for the nark was 
not in accord with the resolution of 
the council and that no m o t1 money 
should be paid them until a proper 
surety bond be furnished. 
Tile re­ 
port was on motion accepted. 
A communication from the Park 
board, enclosing a ffeed of Lr in park 
and a recommendation that the park 
be so named was presented and the 
communication was 
accepted. 
The 
matter of accepting the gift came 
up later and City 
Attorney 
Ryan 
stated that as the park was outside 
the present city limits there was 
some doubt as to whether or not the 
council could accept the gift until 
such property was included in the 
city limits. 
The matter was referred 
to him for investigation. 
The committee to which was re­ 
ferred the matter of the taxes on the 
hay market property reported in fa­ 
vor of recommending the remission 
of the other taxes if the special as­ 
sessments were paid. 
The police committee returned the 
application of Ray Warren 
for 
a 
transfer of license to 
the 
council 
without recommendation. 
Mr. War­ 
ren, who had a saloon in the Jamie­ 
son building on South Fifth street 
which was destroyed 
at 
the 
time 
the Columbian block burned, asked a 
transfer to 624 Laurel street. 
Alder­ 
man Drexler stated that from what 
he had been able to learn he could 
not recommend the granting of the 
transfer. 
He said that a malt joint 
with women attendants had been in­ 
stalled in the second story. 
Mr. Warren stated that he had 
rented the second story and that the 
federal license permitting the sale 
of malt had been granted to another 
man, Henry Wise. 
A heated controversy took place 
between Alderman 
Robertson 
and 
Mr. Warren. 
Mr. Robertson stated 
that from his investigations he was 
satisfied that the place was disreput­ 
able, that he was ready to make an 
unfavorable report. 
Alderman Kjellquist stated that 
he had seen drunken men and women 
coming out of the upstairs both Sun­ 
days and other days, and that the po­ 
lice had also seen them. 
It was moved by Alderman Robert­ 
son and seconded by Ald. Kjellquist 
that the request for a transfer be not 
granted. 
On roll call all voted aye 
except Alderman Cardie, who voted 
no. 
The president then declared the 
transfer not granted. 
Alderman Henning reported that 
Attorneys Bane, Swanson and Crow­ 
ell had expressed their willingness 
to act as a commission to revise and 
codify the ordinances, and on motion 
they were directed to do the work at 
an expense not to exceed $200, the 
work to be done under the direction 
of the special ordinance committee 
and of the city attorney. 
Ordinance 223, licensing theatres, 
skating rinks, etc., was given its sec­ 
ond reading and passed all voting 
aye on roll call. 


The m atter of vacating a portion 
of south Tenth street as requested by 
Con O’Brien, was laid over until thy 
next regular meeting. 
A resolution levying the asses > 
ments for the improvement of North 
Ninth street in accordance with the 
city engineer’s estimates and plans, 
was passed all voting aye. 


On motion of Alderman Dieckhaus 
the petition for paving a portion of 
South Seventh street was taken from 
the files and referred to the street 
committee. 
Alderman Roberson objected 
to 
the Northwestern 
Telephone 
Ex­ 
change company erecting poles and 
stringing wires on North Broadway. 
After some discussion the matter was 
left in the hands of the street com­ 
mittee as per previous motion. 
A resolution presented by Special 
Attorney Polk, directing 
the 
city 
treasurer to turn over the sum of 
$57,500 to S. F, Alderman, receiver of 
the Minnesota Waterworks company, 
in accord with the decree of condem­ 
nation, was read. 
After considerable 
discussion and explanation the reso­ 
lution was passed, it being under­ 
stood that the transfer would be made 
the 27th inst, if possible, if not a 
day or two later, Mr. Alderman agree­ 
ing to pay the running expenses of 
the plant until January 1st. 
President Twohey surrendered the 
gavel to Vice President Zakariasen 
and made a motion that the finance 
committee be present when the money 
was paid over. 
The motion carried 
unanimously. 
Mr. Alderman requested that the 
hydrant rental for 
the 
past 
six 
months be settled at this meeting so 
that he could close up the business 
of the company and be discharged 
but no action was taken, the council 
preferring to let the bill take its reg­ 
ular course at the next meeting. 
There was much talk on the mat­ 
ter of commencing the purchase of 
rock but no action was taken. 
The meeting then adjourned.

Other letters received by him, he 
said, contained threats of death and 
Injury by violence.

THREE MARKED FOR DEATH

Managua, Nicaragua, Dec. 21.—Dr 
Jose Madriz, former judge of the Cen 
tral American court of Justice at Car­ 
tage and Zelaya’s candidate, was elect 
ed resident of Nicaragua by the unani 
mons vote of congress. 
The session was a stormy one, but 
there seemed to be unanimity in the 
election of Madriz and when the offi­ 
cial announcement was made there 
was much cheering and cries of “Viva 
Madriz,” “Viva Leon,” “Down with 
T yranny,’ "Long Live the Constitu 
Hon.” 
Dr. Madriz was escorted to the bal­ 
cony of his hotel, where he greeted 
great crowds and made a brief speech, 
urging harmony and co-operation. 
He 
pledged th at he would uphold the 
rights of the citizens, granting free 
elections and establishing a policy ot 
equal opportunities for all. 
It is known to both Zelaya and Mad­ 
riz th at E strada, the leader of the 
revolutionists, who are ready to do 
battle with the governm ent forces at 
Rama, is strongly opposed to the new 
president, for it is well understood 
th at E strada him self has am bitions to 
fill the presidential chair. 
The hope 
is cherished, however, th at Dr. Mad­ 
riz will be able to bring about such 
an amicable condition among the peo­ 
ple them selves th at he will not be 
compelled to w ithdraw from office. 
What Zelaya and his supporters most 
feared was a rising in the departm ent 
around Managua, for in the past two 
weeks the widespread denunciations 
of the president and his adm inistra­ 
tion were threatening to the verge of 
revolution.
